1.  fn  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  trie  covenants  herein  contained.  Lessor  hereby  grants,  teases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described

5.  If  Lessee  drifts  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hale")  on  the  teased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all 
production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  inducing  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries  pursuant. to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  or  the 
action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  the  event  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shaft  nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  cornrnences
